Bob Vlack would like to 
be a co-author, and he has split the costs with us so far. Thus, your 
one third share of the tab, to date is §57.08. Would you like me to 
send a separate bill for this made out to the foundation. Would it 
be advisable for Bob V. and myself to donate about $ 60 . apiece to the 
Foundation, and then get paid back our share of 5?«08 to simplify our 
tax deduction problems. 

Now we have been quite active on the Washington die varieties. 

We have found two additional die types since I last told you the score 
to date, as we 11 as discovering that our type yC was not 5 C, but actually 
5F (this was found when we finally found a good condtion coin last week) . 

I am enclosing herewtih a new photo of the 5 F, 6 f (showing a new die 
break through tie 'and'), and dies 8 g, and 9 D (at present we have 
no reverse &X205$X£B assinged to C, but it probably will turn up. 

Also, enclosing two large regualr size photos of all the coins on one 
plate (but shwoing Mil. rev. C which is actu. F) and without the new 
mil. obv. 9. It will hard to belive that any more will turn up. The 
)9D piece turned up in response to our note in JJF' s Numisma. Wonder if there are 
Now I am also enclosing the six plates of the Maris sale as well nore 

as the six plates on colonials from the Miller sale. My net cost on 
these twelve prints (the cost of negatives was prorated between you, 

Ned and Bob V.) is $16.50. 

Now to further complicate our n ew year problems, I am proposing a 
•great' trade on some of your Washington colonials. As you know I'm a 
fanatic, and am trying to build up a set of these pieces in as perfect a 
condtiona as possible.

Could you look for it, at your leisure, and 
let me have a copy of its text. Perhaps it even has pictures - 
in which case a photocopy would be most desirable.

It was very pleasant talking to yon. Later in the evening 
I triDped over a fascinating clue to the 1783 Washington 
Draped Bust pieces. In Lord's "Supplement to the Cincinnati 
Detector", on page 2h , it lists both sides of the coin as a 
current coin end underneath says a 3 its value "one cent", 
(Washington’s Day). These words, "Washington's Day", mean 
something. Washington’s Day could not be the year 1783. 
Washington's Day rau3t have been around the 100th anniversary 
of his birth in 1832, or the 23 " th anniversary of his death 
in 1821*. This is something you may know about but, in any 
event, we must find out when Washington's Day was declared 
as this indicates when the coins were circulated. 

A second proof that the Washington tokens were not contempo- 
rary when oa ted is that the use of the words "one cent" 
prior to October, 1736 was impossible as it was first, 
theoretically, adopted at that tiras.

though he borrowed for photoing.
